> News of the Week ‘ 
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Controller Ray L. Riley has an- 
nounced that the state will be un- 
able to make its December appor- 
tionment of $6,881,407 to public 
schools. To avoid default, a bond 
eharge payment of $2,673,485 must 
be made during the month, Riley 
said. County school superintendents 
have been informed that the state 
will resume its monthly payments 
m January. 


San Francisco Bay just wasn’t 
big enough for the ferryboat Calis- 
toga and the liner Ruth Alexander, 
go each tried to push each other 
out of the way. Collision of the two 
boats endangered over 400 passen- 
gers and damage in excess of $100,- 
000 was done. Although crippled, 
both boats were able to dock under 
their own power. 


One of the largest and best equip- 
ped transient relief centers in the 
eountry has been opened in Los 
Angeles. The four-story structure 
provides showers, lockers, first-aid 
rooms, educational and recreational 
facilities and dormitories for job- 
less and transient men. Quarters 
are maintained for 500 men, with 
capacity for more in emergencies. 
The shelter is not a permanent 
home, the “guests” being limited to 
a 48-hour stay, many of them being 
sent to Federal work camps in for- 
est and mountain areas of Califor- 
nia. 

Lindsay has taken the Christmas 
holiday season seriously this year. 
A contest was held and prizes 
awarded for the best living Christ- 
mas trees and for the best decorat- 
ed tree displayed in home windows. 


Secretary of the Interior Harold 
Ickes has approved a grant of $1,- 
183,000 from PWA funds for the 
construction and improvement of 
elementary and high schools in 
Oakland. Seventy per cent of the 
money must be repaid the govern- 
ment, while the remainder is an 
outright gift. Officials of the board 
of education say the entire sum will 
not be used, at least during this 
fiscal year. 

In one of the most densely popu- 
Jated counties in America, Los An- 
geles, one person in every five is 
on the relief rolis. December relief 
pudgets total $4,300,000, In an ef- 
fort to alleviate this situation, re- 
lief officials have been holding semi- 
secret meetings. Relief funds must 
be reduced if government collapse 
is to be averted, officials state. 


Leopold Stokowski, famous Phila- 
aelphia symphony orchestra leader, 
ig to become qa farmer.

Fritz, University of California, 
as member of the state forestry 
board. The Governor has accepted 
the resignation of Justus S. Crae- 
mer, Orange publisher, as his pri- 
vate secretary.

| AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 

OF MENLO PARK AMENDING 

ORDINANCE No. 55 OF SAID 

CITY. 

The Council of the City of Menlo 
Park do ordain, as folows: 

Section 1. Ordinance No. 55 of | 
the City of Menlo Park is hereby 
amended by adding to section 2, 
Zone D, thereof, the following: 

“All lots abutting on Santa 
Cruz Avenue between Chestnut 
Street and University Drive.” 

“All icts abutting on Doyle 
Street between Menlo Avenue 
and Santa Cruz Avenue.” 

Section 2. All Ordinances, or 
parts thereof, in conflict herewith, 
are hereby repealed. 

Section 5. This Ordinance is de- 
clared hereby to be for the immedi- 
ate preservation of the public peace, 
health end safety, and the facts)
